Tho latter will fall into 
our hands ns n consequence of tbo capture 
of Newborn. 


A Necessary I*aw. 


While Congress is engaged in legislation 


upon which shall be founded a permanent 
peace, after the rebellion has been put 
down, we hops it will not forget ample aud 
(urtftin provisions for the protection of free 
speech nnd ti fruc press, in the south.

tyranny exercised by the southern nabobs 
against all who did not agree with them in 
sentiment, and which prevented ono half of 
the people from being understood and ap- 
predated by tho other half, has been one 
of the cruises of the rebellion.

oust rated by tho opportunities given by 
thia rebellion and not used by the negroes, 
that there nnver was any danger of a slave 
insurrection from tho discussion of alurery 
in tbc south. Let Congress see to it imme- 
diately, that free speech and free writing 
and printing, and frco mails, be protected 
by a national law, throughout the whole 
extent of tho republic. 


The Strategy at Washington. 


The e«apo of tho rebel nrmy from Mn- 


iiuasaa forma a topic of discussion in all 
the correspondence from Washington. The 
military " strategy" that permitted it is 
pretty universally condemned. Tbo condi- 
tion of tbc rebel defoliate ahowa that lltink 
movements on our part wore entirely prac- 
ticable, and that an advance in front would 
not bare boon nearly so dangerous as the 
nttack upon either Forts Henry or Done!- 
son, Centervillo inaght easily have been 
surrounded and captured, and the defenses 
of Manassaa were nothing compared with 
the monstrous atories circulated of their 
impregnability. 


It ia now a well settled fact that thoro 


was a council of war, the first week in 
March, in which eight generals, mid the 
ycneral'in-chief, were opposed to an ad- 
vance before tho tirst of April. Tho presi- 
dent had previously ordered a general for- 
ward movement by our land nnd naval for- 
ces on the 22d of February. As the array 
of tbo Potomac did not move at that time, 
it may be preaumed that this council of 
war was designed to sustain the inactivity 
of the commanding general. 


Immediately after the action of the coun- 


cil of war became known, the president or- 
dered tho army to bo divided into four sev- 
eral corps, and appointed the four dissent- 
ing generals to command thorn, and reliev- 
ing den. McClulltm from his ofRco.of gen- 
eral in-chief, and ordered him to "Advance" 
with his army and "Fight." 


They did advance, and as a proof that 


there wis no dilliculty about it, McDowell's 
division went forward tho first day, 25 miles 1 


Taking all the circumstances into conaid- 


t'ration which transpired previous to tho 
forward movcment,.together with the condi- 
tion of the enemy's works when reached, 
und tho indubitable evidence of tho weak 
and demoralized state to which their nrmy 
had been reduced, it must bo concluded 
that the attempt of Qcn. McClcllan to hold 
our army back several weeks longer, is any- 
thing but creditable to htm. Certainly the 
people find but little cause of congratula- 
tion in the retreat of the rebel army and 
tho possession of Maunsaas, considering its 
cost in life and money, and not a little dis- 
grace.

They can remain on tho top of the turret 
in the sea way; it is G4 feel in circumfer- 
ence — quite a promenade. Though the 
deck is but a foot above the water-line, the 
top of the turret is nine- feet above ; and 
here in the important point, thnt this v.iHsel 
is in the sea way perhaps the safest vrssel 
ever built. It takes 670,000 pounds tn 
bring her down. There can be no danger 
of her swamping. 
It is very much like n 


bottle with a cork in it. 
Tn relation to the 


point, whether tho Monitor is capable of 
taking care of tho Mcrrimac, let me say 
that she would have sunk the Merrimnc but

Mr. \Vetmorc.-I should like to ask of 


tnpt. Ericsson Whether he 1ms heard that 
ono of his shot entered the Mcrrimac, kill- 
ed 17 men, nnd wounded Capt. Buchanan, 
who has since died ? 


Mr. Ericsson — I have not. 
Mr. Brown— It must have been n shell. 
Mr. Ericsson — That is not possible; but 


if a solid shot goes through the Mcrrimac, 
tho nrmor would be curried in in a great 
many splinters; the shot weighing 18.) ibs, 
there would be a regular shower of wood 
and iron ; but it is quite well ascertained 
that a shell caunot pass nn iron plate two 
inches thick.

During the past threo days we have had 


aotno terrible fighting against fearful odds. 


On Wednesday, Gen. Curtis, commander 


in-chief, whose headquarters was at Gump 
Halleck, received reliable information that 
the rebels under Van Darn, Mclntosh, Mo- 
Culloclc, Price and Pike, were marching on 
us with a largo force of confederate rebels 
and confederate Indians. 
All prisoners 


taken givo the rebel force at from '35,000 
to -10,000. Gen. Curtis then ordered Carr's 
division to movo from Cross Uollows to 
Sugar Creek to take n strong position, 
which he had previously selected in case ol 
attack. Col. Carr marched in thn night 
and joined Col. Davis, who had previously 
taken position, before brenlc of day, in good 
order. 


Gen. Sigel, at Hentonville, wus also or- 


dered to rejoin Gen. Curtis at tho BIUIIC 
point. 
(Ion. Sigel's rear cut their way 


through the enemy at thu latter place, and 
kept up the fight for six miles. 


The rebels on Friday morning having 


made n detour from Bentonville, gotabcuvy 
force on our rear and right, occupying tha 
heights and brush on both sides of tho Fay- 
etleville rood. 
Col. Carr'a division was 


sent to dislodge them. 
The battlt; com- 


menced ut half past 10 A. M., and raged tor 
eight hours, until darkness put nn end to 
the contest. They played on us from mask- 
ed batteries. At night we occupied a posi- 
tion considerably nearer our camp. The 
carnage was dreadful on both sidta. 


Simultaneously with our action on our 


right, fighting took place opposite our front 
near Leetown, between Gen. Davis and an- 
other largo body of the enemy. Tbo latter 
were forced from the ficjld, and hastened to 
form a junction with the rebels on our right. 
Tbo luuineroua Jiimtnncea of gallantry 
and 
heroic devotion 
which 
occurred 


cannot be mentioned in this commu- 
nication. 
The movement of the enemy 


caused u change of our Hue. Tho battle 
waa resumed next morning, (Saturday,) 
about half past nix o'clock, our guns opened 
on the enemy, "'en. Carr formed in the 
centre, with Davia on the right and Sigt-l on 
tho left. The line of battle was a magnifi- 
cent sight. Tho enemy occupied an open 
wood directly in front, Q perfect hive of 
them. 
They also covered a high bluff 


more to thu left, where n battery wus plant 
ed. TLey had another battery pluyinjr on 
us from a more central position, and aNo n 
battery of 12 rilled piccea)or. theFnyetteville 
rond. 
We opened upon them with five bat- 


teries planted at different points along our 
whole line, the csoss-fire producing iiucb 
tremendous effect ns canned the enemy to 
falter. 


Soon after 10 A. M. Gen. Curtis gavo the 


order to ntlvuucc, und the infantry becom- 
ing engaged, poured in such A murderous 
fire of musketry that tho enemy flud from 
the field iti all directions. The victory was 
decisive. 
Under thn eye of General Curtis, 


commander in-chief, General Sigcl followed 
the flying enemy for novernl miles. Col. 
Bussy, with a cavalry force, is in pursuit 
toward Boston Mountains, after the nmin 
body. 
We capture five cannon. 
It is im- 


possible, to givo our loss at this time, or !\ny 
rt'liabln estimate of the enemy'H loss. 
We 


have taken prisoners, Actiug'Brig. General 
[Jebert, tho commander at Cross Hollows : 
also Col. Mitchell, Adjt. Gen. Stone, Col. 
Price, and majors nnd captains in abun- 
dance.

by Col. Patterson's brigade. 


Two of our cannon, belonging to David- 


son's buttery, were taken by the rebels, but 
wcra recaptured by our troops. 


The rebels were completely whipped, one 


division under Price fleeing in otic direction 
and the other, under Van Dorn, taking an- 
other.

After they 
had recovered from tho shock of tho explo- 
sion, they entered tho room where tho acci- 
dent occurred, nnd found Mr. Ackel und 
Mr. Hamell on tho floor dreadfully disfigur- 
ed, the latter dead. Mr. Ackley was still 
alive. He lived in great pain nbout two 
hours. 


Tbe room and furniture in which the ac- 


cident occurred was almost entirely 
Suited. Pieces of tbo slioll wont through 
the ceiling, overturning tbo stove in tbe 
parlor. Another piece went through the 
floor, breaking a grind-stone in the cellar, 
and one piece crossed Federal street, and 
passed through the door of Mr. John Koss' 
tailor store, breaking the gas fixtures.

A Necessary Law. 


While Congress is engaged in legislation 


upon which shall be founded a permanent 
peace, after the rebellion has been put 
down, we hop3 ii will not forget ampin and 
certain provisions for the protection of free 
speech and a free press, iu the south.

against all who did not agree with thr-m in 
sentiment, and which prevented one hft.lf oi 
the people from beiog understood and ap- 
preciated by the other half, has been one 
of the causes of the rebellion.

this rebellion and not used by the negroes, 
that there never was any danger of a slave 
insurrection from the discussion of slavery 
iu tbe south.

The fortifications look, at. a distance, 


formidable, extending from a point half a

mile north of CQiitcrvillu away off to the 
south as far as tho eye can reach. Wo rode 
up to them, and found them merely dirt 
trenches and sand forts. They Imvu been 
evidently laid out by an engineer who un- 
derstood his business, but havo been con- 
structed by men who merely wanted to put 
in tho time. 
There has never been a single. 


Aeavy gun mounted in (hem. 
Jfmbeuatirei 


have been made and logs of wood run out in 
all of them. All wero eo arranged, how- 
ever, thnt field artillery conld be used in 
them. Tho floors on which they could hnvo 
atood wero hemlock boards, one inch thick, 
and would not have lasted through a Ningln 
discharge, bat would havo let the guns dowu 
into tho Rand. 


Some of those on tho loft have wicker 


work around tho embrasures, which has ap- 
parently been dono by some old negro bus- 
ket maker. On two of them wero raw hides 
fltnked down and sand bngi around the em- 
brasures, but those wero intended to rnko iv 
storming party should wo havo marched up 
in front. The ditches around, them uro 
nicely arranged, so that our troops could 
havo marched down and up the sides readi- 
ly to mako a baycnot charge.

Tlierenrnafowplnreswhero 
they had masked bittprtes in tlii^ piece of 
woods, nnd they have had n regiment in 
winter quarters here, but they were only on 
picket, nnd conld have licea easily driven 
in to tbo Camomile forts. 


The only shelter for the hordPi was sorno 


cednr trees which had been planted so us 
to protect them from the cold, hleuk winds 
that onme down from tho Bull Run moun- 
tains. How effective it was, can be judged 
from the fact lluU iu a field lint half n milo 
iu tho rear, lie the carcases »f over a hun- 
dred fioniM, some of them very fino onen, 
while further down wero innumerable hor?o 
grave -yardi, but none of them havo been 
buried.

A !ino of railroad has been built iu near- 


ly a direct lino from Matwssns Junction n 
Centcrville, crossing Bull lluu r.t Black- 
burn's Ford. 
It has been built right along 


the top of tho ground, and contains HOIIIU 
protty sharp curves and heavy grades. Tho 
only bridge on it, which is the one at Black- 
burn 'a Ford, and which %as merely u frame 
trestle-work, wai fired and burned. Tlio 
track remains, however, but in a dilapida- 
ted condition. Tho cross tics uro twice tLo 
usual width apart, and laid in the o^ndnnd 
swamp without any ballast. Three or four 
cars of the " M. S. R. P.." aro broken up 
and overturned by the side of (ho track. 
No cars were left on it hero, and ttie lust 
train parsed over it on Sunday noon. 


The telegraph ollice here win connected 


by a single wire with the south, and tho 
proles bear evidence of its having at one 
timo been extended to Fairfax Court House. 
Tho wire and insulation is now all gone, 
and nothing remains to tell the tale but tho 
bare poles. 


THE IIOAI) TO MANASSAS. 


About noon Generals McCIellnn and Mo- 


Dowell, with their staffr, and two thousand 
cavalry for an escort, came up and took 
the road to Manassas. We, fell in with 
them, and followed on down to Manassas. 
AU along to the left of th« road was one 


continuous string of huts, touts and forts, 
all empty now — tint a human being or an- 
imal showed themselves — not a sound save 
the clatter of the horses' hoofs, the shrill 
tones of the bugles, or the loud orders of 
the officers. 


At Blackburn's Ford we saw the old bat- 


tle field of July 18th. 
The Butler hou^e. 


which was between the two forces and had 
been riddled with shot and shell, had been 
rapaired. It was here Beauregard was 
dining, and made such a narrow escape at 
the time. 
The tree- tops bear the evi- 


dence of tho way the shot and shells flew 
around. Large limbs were cut off, and 
tree tops twisted in a hundred directions, as 
though struck by lightning. The woods in 
which tho New York Twelfth, and First 
and Second Michigan, und tho Massachu- 
setts Firat went down has all been cut away, 
and wo can now see whero the rebels had 
thoir artillery, upon the bank of Bull Run, 
behind a breastwork of logs and dirt. 


THK PI..U.V.S Or .MAXASdAS. 


Tho PIuiiiH of Mntiiisstis are really what 


their namo implies. Tlio time was when 
there wero objecta which obstructed the 
range of vision, but they are all gone now ; 
for miles around we hare an unbroken 
view. 


On the hills around are the camps still 


left, and a column 'of smoke away off to 
the right indicated that Mannssas was on 
firo. Our cavalry had gone there during 
Monday night, and found the rear of the 
enemy still there ; but they were firing the 
remaining property. A captain, by whose 
side wo :ode, told us of piles of now gecesh 
clothes, swords, ilaps, i'c.; galloping ahead 
oftlia icit we reached the Junction. 


The uight here cannot be portrayed ; the 


large machiuo ehopi, the station-houses, 
iho Quartermaster and Commissary store- 
houses, all in ashes. On thu track stood 
tho wreck of a locomotive, nnd not far 
down the remains of four freight cars which 
had been burned ; to tho right five hun- 
dred barrels of flour hud been stove in, and 
two hundred barrels of vinegar and molns- 
aes bad been allowed to try experiments in 
ohomical combinations. Home fifty barrels 
of pork and bcof had been scattered around 
in the mud, mid a few hundred yards down 
tho track a dense cloud of smoke was 
arising from tbo remains of a factory which 
had boon used for rendering up tallow and 
boiling bones. 
About a thousand good 


hides wero stretched in a field close by, up- 
on stakes, and remain uninjured. 


THE MISFORTUNES or DocsTiiAa. — One- 


sticks' lecturing tour, brilliant as it ma) 
have been in many regards, was attended 
by one or tu-o discouraging incidents. On 
bia arrival iu Utica, he was arrested at the 
instnnco oi an ex-sutler of tho twenty-sixth 
regiment on charge of having failed to liqui- 
date divern little dobts incurred at tho seat 
of war last summer. No sooner had ho 
satisfied this demand than ho was pounced 
upon by the lessee of the hall where ho lec- 
tured, for non payment of rent. It appear- 
ed that his agent — a Prof. Kimpton — de- 
camped during the night with the funds, 
leaving the unfortunate humorist to the 
mercy of his creditors. Heing brought be- 
fore the recorder, ho mado aCicavit thnt he 
was simply hiied by the " Professor " nt so 
much n night, nnd that instead of being a 
sharer in his guilt, he figured among ibo 
victims.
